It is a good beginning for 
establishing a music department.” 

Harry A, Frankel was one of 
the top stars in the radio enter- 
tainment field for nearly 20 years. 
Prior to going into radio where 
his repertoire of old songs was a 
favorite program of thousands, he 
toured the Keith Orpheum circuit 
for 10 years as part of a blackface 
act. He also was an end man 
with the Al G. Fields minstrel 
shows. As a member of a min- 
strel troupe, Frankel once said that 
he had sung his way through 
“every whistle stop in the United 
States.” 

His collection had been request- 
ed by the music department of the 
New York Public Library, but 
Mrs. Frankel felt that it should 
remain in Richmond, “the place 
Singin’ Sam loved” and where 
he returned after his years in the 
entertainment world. Frankel died
